Habitat: The Sabadtian area surveyed conssts of large rolling dunes/ridges with about
100% dead Oculina rubble covering them. One smdl isolated live Oculina head was
seenonthe peek of aridge. The entire arealooks very desolate until one comes upon
the reefball Stes.

Invertebrates:
Many black long spined urchin were seen over the whole area and on the
reefbals.
A beautiful white/lime green stalked anemone (Cerianthid) was observed standing
al done on the pesk of aridge.
A sea spider (Pychnogonid) found a home on one of the reefbdls.
A few brittle stars (Ophiuroidea) were scattered throughout the area.

Human Impacts.
at least 5 track-type marks were seen
*Restoration sites:
: Many of the fish species seen on this dive inhabited these sites (B1a,b,c):
-One reefblock ste had no live Oculina but good fish habitat
-Reefbdl Blahad acord trangplant dtill on it that was partidly dive.
-At Ste Blb, 7 reefballs were seen in same area. No live cord was observed.
-A broken part of one of the reefdisks (PV C pipe) was found on top of adopeal
adone. No other diskswere found in thisarea. Some track-type marks were observed.
-At another site there were 20 reefballs. 3 reefballs were observed closdy. Of the
3one had no live cord growth, one had possible live cord growth, and the 3rd had live
Oculina

Fish:
Overdl fish abundance was low for the Sabastian area except for around the reefball
gtes.
The Anthiids heavily occupied the reefballs and reefblock area Holacanthus
bermudensis were only seen around these aress.
A group of 10+ Serioladumerili and Seriolarivoliana followed the sub
throughout the dive.



Commercially Important Species
. 4 Mycteroperca phenax- A few Mycteroperca phenax were spotted at most of
the reefbdl dtes. Thelargest of the Mycteroperca phenax observed occurred on
the reefball ste with the most balls (20). Therewere 2 maes. Oneput ona
greyhead display probably as an act of aggressive behavior towards the other.
3 Mycteroperca microlepis- A large mde Mycteroperca microlepis cameto
greet the sub upon descent high in the water column. Other gag were spotted
around the ridge dopes.
1 Epinephdus niveatus- This snowy was seen inhabiting the reefblock ste.
